Roosevelt Indicates Problem 


Of December 15 Pay­ 
ments Not Up To

Nov. 16,—Presi­ 
dent Hoover returned to the capital 
today to face the united demand of 
European debtors for postponem ent 
of c u rre n t paym ents due, pending 
downv ard revision of the debts as 
a whole, and a congress that is a l­ 
most 100 per cent hostile to the pro­ 
posal. 
Under the circum stances, it is be­ 
lieved Mr. Hoover can do little else 
than reject the demand of the Eu­

into power next March. 
There will be no final determ ina­ 
tion on this point, however, until 
Mr.

HE immediate G. O. P. future of the Republican Party was 
well summed up on the night after the election by Everett 
Sanders, the party's national chairman, when he said: 


“ What of the Republic Party? 
It will become the minority 
party. 
It repudiates none of its policies, abandons none of its 
principles. 
It apologizes for no part of the matchless record of 
the Hoover administration or the traditions and record of the 
party throughout its 75 years of existence. 
But as a minority 
party it will not pettifog, it will not obstruct any Democratic 
legislation or executive proposal merely because it bears the 
stamp of the Democratic Party.” 
There can be no gainsaying the soundness of these state­ 
ments. 
That the Republican party will come back and come 
hack rapidly there can be little doubt. 
Those who remember 
the days of 1912, when the party seemed permanently dis­ 
organized by the great split, but came back miraculously, will 
not have any doubt about this. 
The ability of political parties 
to recover rapidly is evidenced by the fortunes of the Democ­ 
racy four years ago.

The duty of the minority in the coming Congress is clear.

It must and will sup­ 
port all sound and constructive measures put forward in the in­ 
terest of efficiency, economy and the defeat of the depression. 
Its duty will be to obstruct only when measures are proposed 
which are contrary to the principles of sound economics and 
American traditions. 


That the Republican as a temporary minority party will 
aid the majority in constructive measures can be judged by its 
record of the past. 
In the Wilson administration it gave heroic 
and needed help on critical occasions during the World War. 
It fought an obstructive battle only when an effort was made 
to overthrow time honored American principles and place us 
in European political entanglements and subsequent history has 
proved that both in its support of the administration, and in its 
obstruction to European entanglements it fought wisely and 
well.

MUCH PROGRESS 
IS BEING MADE 


H A R R IS B U R G , Nov. 16.—One of 
the objectionable features of some 
public water supplies is obnoxious 
tastes and odors, and this situation 
has been recognized by the State 
Department 
of 
Health 
Engineers 
during the past several years. 
The 
cause of such offensive phases of 
certain water supplies is readily lo­ 
cated as being caused 
by 
minute 
vegetable growths, chiefly algae, in 
reservoirs, and other sources of the 
water supply. 
The ordinary method of treating 
such waters to correct this condition 
is the application of copper sul­ 
phate, which has given reasonable 
satisfaction in the matter of clear­ 
ing the water of the objectionable 
features. 
However, there are 
other 
taste 
producing substances—for example 
— ph enols— which 
must 
be 
con­ 
trolled in a different manner. Also 
it should be noted, that decaying 
vegetable matter under certain con­ 
ditions, produces what is know*n as a 
“ musty” taste. 
During drought conditions the de­ 
composition of organic and vegeta­ 
ble matter, together with industrial 
wastes and lack of diluting water, 
was a combination that produced a 
musty, nauseating taste, which be­ 
came known 
in 
many 
places as 
“ river taste.” It seemed to be pres­ 
ent in both rawf and filtered water, 
and in many instances defeated all 
efforts to eliminate it. 
A great deal of study and experi­ 
menting has been undertaken in an 
effort to solve the problem, and the 
past two years, beginning "with the 
severe drought of 1930, show rapid 
advances along the line of solution. 
Two processes have been devised 
for treatment of such waters, and 
their usefulness is quite marked in 
troublesome cases, where previously 
no definite remedy was 
at 
hand. 
More than 40 water works com­ 
panies in the state have equipped 
their plants to use one or the other 
of these processes—and 
in 
many 
cases—to use both—to the end that 
*aste and odor should be pleasant.

Stalin sent him into exile, dreams 
of two things—a world of revolution 
and a voyage to the United States. 
Max Eastman, American writer 
who is translating Trotsky’s history 
of the Russian Revolution into Eng­ 
lish, revealed to International News 
Service today that Trotsky's chief 
thought is to prepare

against the capitalist system 
“Between writing books on the 
Russian civil war,” Eastman said, 
“Trotsky is keeping his eye on po­ 
litical unrest throughout the world. 
He is devoting himself to explain­ 
ing the doctrines of Marx and Len­ 
in with the idea that the collapse of 
capitalism is inevitable. 
“He wants to make certain that 
the people will be prepared for the 
revolution when it comes and thus 
be able to reap its fruits.”
